Acting with unprecedented speed, 
the committee, headed by Blaine of 
Wisconsin agreed to report a repeal 
resolution for submission 
to state 
jjwfclatures with protection for dry 
£pjftes and authorization for con- 
fehess to legislate against return cf 
the saloon. 
The vote was, in effect, 4 to 1, 
with ’he sub-committee 
agreeing 
untmimously to approve the resolu­ 
tion, but Senator Borah. Idaho Re- 
serpublcan and long a dry leader 
reserving the right to oppose it on 
the floor.

Text of Resolution 
The final vote came in an execu­ 
tive session of less than half an 
hour.

to

contrary notwithstanding, opinion 
In the United States 
holds

there is ample reason to be sus­ 
picious of the real motives back at 
what is believed

Chinese troops 
at 
Shanhaikwan 
earlier in the week. Shanhaikwan, 
strategically 
located

planning, is the key to

memly valuable Jehol region. 
It matters less that

tween Japanese and Chinese troops 
occurred In a manner that gives 
both aides an excuse to plead de­ 
fensive action than that it occurred 
at all.

As executive action on the Phil­ 
ippine bill draws closer

probability of a veto increases, one j 
may wonder with good Justification I 
how sufficient votes can be m us-;
